This know also, that in the 
last days perilous times HAVE 
come, And men ARE lovers

ers. false accusers, incontinent, 
fierce, despisers of those that 
are good, traitors, heady, high- 
minded, lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God; and 
these same people now havea 
form of Godliness and are very 
free and positive in denying 
the power thereof: from such 
many are turning away. 

Should this message reach 
the portals of glory and be 
presented to this Worthy 
Apostle I’m sure he would 
not be surprised.

Perilous times 
have come. We need not set 
them out in the future any 
longer.

not only applies to husband 
and wife, but other relatives 
and friends as well.

I think 
Pil go with her a few times 
and may be I can get her to 
go with me to our meetings.’”’ 
But beloved if you are filled 
with the Holy Ghost remem- 
ber He is not wanted over 
there and Paul says turn away 
from those who have a form 
of godliness and deny the 
power. Iam only trying to 
show that we are living in 
perilous times when such 
questions and problems are 
to be met and solved. Such 
questions gives us a chance 
to prove ourselves either loyal 
or disloyal to the Bible. 

As we read recent articles 
from the pens of those who 
used to be our instructors it is 
a source of grief to see how 
they are failing. It is a sur- 
prising and serious fact to me 
to notice that teachers

There is such a demand = in 
these days for deep. spiritual 
teaching that these teachers 
have to venture into some- 
thing, but as they do it they 
show their weakness and their 
readers are seeing and feeling 
it. 


They can use their Greek 
words and phrases and give 
their explanations as they 
have been wont to do, but it 
does not satisfy the hungry 
hearts of the readers. Many 
are looking to them as their 
spiritual advisers and thus are 
kept back and yet still dissat- 


isfied. These are perilous 
times. A yood time to be 


mystified, duped and deceived 
and fall into the ranks of those 
Jesus said would number 
MANY.
